Tur principal promoters for the project 
of an extra Congressional session are the 
politicians, the lobbyists, and the Washinzg- 
ton boarding-house keepers. The politicians 
would like it because it would help to keep 
the pot boiling, because it would enable them 
to revolutionize the patronage of the House, 
and because they thus hope te be brought into 

a closer association with the new Adminis- 
tration. The lobbyists would like it because 
it would renew their lost occupation earlier 
than usual, and possibly enable them to get 
through some of their jobs. The hotel-

the mass of the people in Washington who 
live upon Congress and the crowd it draws 
to the Capital, would hke it for obvious 
reasons.

AN — SESSION. 


The State Senate yesterday adopted a reso- 
lution to adjourn from April 15 to Feb. 10, 
1882. This will prove a surprise to the péo- 
ple of the State, who hdd rested in the belief 
that the Legislature intended to finish up its 
work, at the. latest, early in May and adjourn 
sine die. 

It has been in session nearly three months, 
and in that time has not taken any action on 
any important subject requiring legislation. 
Its imperative duties were to make the neces- 
sary appropriations, pass the needed acts di- 
viding the State into Senatorial and Congres- 
sional digtricts, and then gohome. There 
were a few other subjects on which there 
might have been some legislation,—that is, a 
few points in existing laws in which practacal 
experience has shown there are some defects 
which might be readily remedied,—but the 
State could weil afford to forego such legis- 
lation ‘f it could have been spared the cost 
inflicted up to this time. Not one of the 
appropriauon or apportionment bills has 
even deen reported, though nearly three 
er ths of the session have been exhausted. 

fact is, the members of the Legisiature 
do not intend, aside from pushing black 
mail schemes, to do anything but waste time.

least nineteen Representatives in Congress, 
no matter what bill may be passed. There 
are now nineteen districts, and all thatis to 
be done is to equalize or readjust a few of 
these districts in the way of population and 
let the others stand. If, hereafter, there be 
another member awarded to the State, his 
election at large can be provided for, as was 
done in 1882. 

It is notorious that all the needful legisla- 
tion for the State can be prepared, discussed, 
and enacted within three weeks, by which 
time the Legislature may adjourn sine die. 
But it is equally notorious that the majority 
of this Legislature do not want to complete 
the legislation heeded; nor do they want to 
adjourn sine die, at any date. They want 
to remain in session up into May, and then, 
on the excuse that there is so mach business 
unacted on, adjourn over until next winter. 
They want another four months of seven 
days’ pay for three days’ work; they want 
another year’s free eating, drinking, and 
dead-heading on railroads and sleeping-cars ; 
they want another season for harassing the 
business interests. of the State with biack- 
mail bills. They want to continue playing 
“big-Injun,” magnify their importance, and 
charge the taxpayers $12 a day for actual 
service. The mostof the present members 
are new in the Legislature; their appetites 
have been merely whetted by one session’s 
sweet experience; they are longing for an- 
other year of it, and they do not intend to go 
eutof office without a second session and a 
second season of luxurions idieness and 
dead-head enjoyments. 

It is time for the constituencies of these 
Senators and Representatives to demand that 
the Legislature adjourn sine die, and with- 
out delay. b 

NEED OF DOUBLE-TRACK RAILBOADS. 

The construction of railways in this coun- 
try has been marvelous in its magnitude. 
The number of miles of railway constructed 
at this time is in round figures %,000, The 
population is 51,000,000. The proportion is 
one mile of railway to every 540 inhabitants, 
a proportion of population far less than that 
existing in any other country. This propor- 
tion of population per mile of railway has 
deen diminishing rapidly, especially during 
the later decades. We give the following ex- 
hibit of the proportion of population and of 
miles of railroad at the close of every decade 


The railroad system of the United States 
during the fifty years from its beginning has 
been extended into every State and Terri- 
tory, including States and Territories which 
have been acquired within forty years. It 
includes two trunk tines to the Pacific Ocean 
and two more well under way; it includes 
five trunk lines from Lake Michigan to the 
Missouri River; it includes half a dozen 
lines from the Atlantic, with numerous 
branches, to the Mississippi River; it ineludes 
two lines from the Mexican boundary on the 
Rio Grande, one to San Francisco and the 
other to Lake Michigan; and includes sev- 
eral routes from New Engiand, from the 
Ohio River, and from Lake Michigan to New 
Orleans, and beyoud that, through Texas, to 
Galveston and the Rie Grande. In the sever- 
al States and Territories there is a close net- 
work of rails connecting the whole country 
directly for all purposes of traffic. There is 
hardly a county or town in all the land which 
has not @ near communication with the 
whole railway system of the country. The 
proportion of population to a mile of railway 
is now down to 540, and the work of con- 
struction continues, and never more ex- 
travagantly than now. 

It isa serious question, both for the rail- 
way companies and for the country general- 
ly, whether it is not now full time to stop the 
extension of a single track for railroads into 
distant, unsettled, and unprofitable districts, 
and begin the cheaper and directly profitable 
construction of additional tracks on all the 
great roads traversing the productive and 
more densely populated States. The com- 
panies have now secured their right of way; 
they have secured the right of entrance into 
every city, town, and village on their routes: 
they have erected their depots, their station- 
houses, their water supplies, their ware- 
houses, their machine shops. They have 
their switehmen and flagmen, and have la- 
curred all the cost of construction, and are 
now at the expense of maintaining a single- 
track railway. There is not an cust 
and west trunk line of railway in 
the country, between the Mississippi 
and Atlantic, which is capable of 
performing the transportation offered to it 
safely and satisfactorily ona single track. 
The attempt to caro on its business ona 
single track involves a cost for expenses 

hich is very great. Not to say anything of 
— and destruction of property by 
constantly occurring collisions, the loss of 
time, the detention of business, the inevitable 
uncertainties and dangers, add immensely 
to what are called the operating expenses. 

The addition of a second track would cost 
comparatively littl. Such a track with 
steel rails may be laid at a cost not exceeding 
$8,000 to $12,000 per mile. It will be neces- 
sary to have new or additional bridges and 
culverts, but the average cost of constructing 
a second track of steel rails on all the roads 
west of the ‘Alleghenies would not be one- 
half or one-third as much as has already been 
expended on the existing single track. 

The Chicago & Northwestern, the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy, the Alton & St. Louis, the 
Chicago & Rock Island, and the Illinois Cen- 
tral could well afford to lay down 
second tracks on all their roads in 
this State and in Iowa and Wisconsin. 80 
the Michigan Central could lay a second 
track to Detroit, the Pitisburge & Fort Wayne 
to Pittsburg, the Michigan Southern & Lake 
Shore to its connections with the New York 


ive in the world. It

and by the lakes and the canals. It has more 
to transport than all these roads and water- 
routes can take, and yet the railroads con- 
tinue to hobble along like a man with one 
leg, when by putting down a second track at 
comparatively small cost they may quadruple 
their business, and reduce the average cost 
to them one-half in the expense of moving 
freight. 

The refusal of the railways doing business 
between the Atiantic and the Missouri River 
to lay a second track, on a secured richt-of- 


way and graded route, is as senseless as 


would be that of a publisher with a news- 
paper in successful operation to refuse to ob- 
tain an additional press to meet a demand for 
papers he is at present unable to supply. 
The second track may de laid at acost merely 
nominal as compared with the original road ; 
it would add nothing to the expense of oper- 
ating the road except that for repair and 
maintenance, and yet it would give to the 
road a capacity for transportation three or 
four t'mes as great 6 it can have with a 
single track. That railway running into 
Chicago from the West and Southwest which 
will provide itself with a double track need 
fear no competition. It will be able to per- 
form all the transportation that is offered it, 
and it will command all the business that it 
can perform. And that road to the East which 
will abandon the present one-legged policy 
and lay down a double track, always ready, 
never crowded, and never interrupted from 
one end to the other by the heating of a 
single rail, will häve all the business it can 
take care of.

MATERIAL AND MORAL CHANGES IN

It is a good thing for us Western folk to 
stop occasionally and ask ourselves if we are 
realizing the EI Dorade idea with which so 
many of the inhabitants of the Eastern Hem- 
isphere started out te people this part of the 
world. And it may perhaps be entertaining 
and profitabie for the departed founders of 
the great Nation of the West to gaze from 
their presumably high perches upon us, and 
see if they are on the whole satisfied with 
their job. There is.teason to féar that it 18 
not all that their fancy painted. The * * 
tation of the East has always looked With 
the eye of faith, and poesy, and idealism 
toward the setting bun. Here was land the 
richest, rivers with sands of gold and silver, 
tropical fruits and health-giving air; also the 
noble red denizen of the forest, the seul of 
honor, and chivairy, and hospitality. The 
grievance of the crowded millions of the 
East had always been that there was not 
room enough,—that the world ran too 
much to salt water, and did not give 
man a fair chance. The amusement 
of paddling about In the edges of the 
ocean did not compensate fer the amount of 
territory of which i deprived the race, and 
thls aggregate of undrinkable water was al- 
„most Sheer waster’ But Columbus added 40 
the feal estate of ‘the worid on a scale that 
was really worth while. And the price to 
new settlers was very reasonable,—a littie 
blood perhaps, a littie trouble in staking out, 
and a little effort to make the red man un- 
derstand that the new-comers really meant 
no harm,—only wanted his property. Here 
was land enough for everybedy. No more 
crowding—no lack of elbow room for the 
largest and most exacting person. The ideal 
coming mah was coming now, sure. 

Well, has he arrived? Scarvely. Evident- 
ly something’ detains him. A look at the 
census reports, of the back alleys of New 
York, Chicago, and ali other cities will show 
us that we are breeding paupers, criminals, 
and lunaties by the million; that in many 
parts of the country they are increasing 
much faster than those of us who claim to 
be tolerably sound in finances, morals, and 
brains. And them we are pretty much for- 
getting what wecame over here for. There is, 
indeed, land enough for us all, yet we don’t 
live on the ground, but above each other’s 
heads to the ninth story. This is not the 
right way to move heavenward. There is 
air enough, too, but we prefer the emana- 
tions of sewers and nasty hovels. There is 
bread and a suit of clothes for everybody in 
the country, but our choice is hunger and 
rags in town. We ate courting the same 
evils here that the immigrants are seeking to 
escape,—running into pools, large and small, 
to stagnate and breed disease.

This is primarily less a consequence 
of positive vice than of moral, religious, and 
business stagnation, but the meanest of 
vices attend the decline, and, as for crime, 
the records of the country show few 
more terrible than, for instance, the 
Pocasset (Mass.) tragedy, in which a 
father murdered his little daughter in obe- 
dience to a supposed command of God, the 
mother consenting to the sacrifice. These 
things are among the evidences of a mental 
ill-health resulting from religious decay and 
seclusion from wholesome social and busi- 
ness activities, It is the sediment of a once 
active and stimulating religious sentiment. 
It is not so many years since New England 
was the great religious reservoir of the 
country, but the water has already run low. 
There is neither the supply nor the demand 


[that once existed. The day has gone by 


when the devout champion of orthodoxy 
wields the strongest influence in America. 
The pulpit has declined; the newspaper has 
come to the fore. The Church isa monument 
of the past; the locomotive the potent New | of 
in the activities of to-day.

new source of power has grown up to take

its bowels dug out. Many deposits of Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, ete., are exhausted, and the 
centre of mining activity is constantly shift- 
ing. American capital and enterprise have 
even overpassed the boundaries of other 
countries in obedience to the same 
desire to secure large returns from 
comparatively small expenditures. This 
whole area will be traversed again, but in 
a more deliberate, careful, and economic- 
al way. The soil will need a little more 
coaxing with fertilizers and farming uten- 
sils, the mineral deposits @ more studious 
separation of metal and dross. Hasty, slap- 
dash, wasteful methods will be antiquated; 
conservatism and maturity will take their 
place. Profits (and losses as well) will be 
less rapid, but business will be ess specula- 
tive. Then the contrast between the decay 
of some parts of the Eastand the bounding 
youth of the West will be less conspicuous, 
and we shall have a more homogeneous 
country. 

The outcome of the moral and religious 
tendencies is less easily discerned. What- 
ever may be said against the authorities of 
orthodox religion, its decline has deprived us 
of some of the most invigorating elements of 
life and-character, and none of the forms of 
religion and philosophy that have recently 
succeeded it begin to supply its place in the 
hearts of the people, The easy, go-as-you- 
please fashion of the present day is in strik- 
ing contrast with the reverent following of 
religious leaders fifty or 100 years ago. ‘The 
progress of events and its infusion of various 
beliefs and disbetiefs from abroad have 
wrought great changes. Present tendencies 
are rather disorganizing than creative, and 
what the ultimate product of this chemistry 
of opinions and beliefs will be is a knotty 
problem. 


Mr. George R. Davis, the West Side Con- 
gressman, has apparently a peculiar theory 
as to the purpose of Government office. He 
is reported as insisting that some of the Gov- 
ernment appointments in Chicago should be 
made from his district, because that district 
is “doubtful,” and to this end he persistently 
urges some candidate of his own for every 
Government position in the city, whetber 
there be a vacancy or net. According to this 
notion, vacancies should be created by the 
removal of efficient and satisfactory Repub- 
lican officers in order to make room for Mr. 
George R. Davis’ law-partuer or henchmen. 
There is reason to believe that the West Side 
Congressman wil! find some difficulty in con- 


vincing President Garfield of the justice of 


this procedure. 

Mr. George R. Davis may make a valuable 
contribution to the science of political econ- 
omy if he will kindly demonstrate just how 
the appointment of his law-vartner or favorits 
to office cau operate to make the West Side 
less “‘ doubtful” in Congressional contests 
than before. It is possible that the West 
Side Democrats will continue to vote 
the Democratic ticket if Ald. Swift be 
not appointed to office; but it is also possi- 
ble that the same men will continue to vote 
the Democratic tieket even if Swift or any of 
Mr. Davis’ henchmen be appointed. Demo- 
crats are so perverse and unreasonable about 
voting their own ticket that they persist in 
this course without any regard to the ap- 
pointment or non-appointment of Republican 
officeseekers. Does Mr. Davis contend that, un- 
less his selections for the Government offices 
be accepted by the President, any Repub- 
lican voters on the West Side are going to 
desert their colors and vote the Bourbon 
ticket? If so, who are they? The persons 
who are apt to be most disgruntled at the fail- 
ure to secure the appolntment of Mr. Davis’ 
favorits are Mr. Davis and his special favorite. 
Will he admit that he and they propose to go 
over to the Democrats unless Presidgnt Gar- 
field turns out Republicans to make room for 
then? And, if this be so, is he of opin- 
ion that such an intention is a goed recom- 
mendation for appointment, a proper test of 
Republicanism, or a satisfactery evidence of 
fitness ? 

Mr, George R. Davis might be more frank 
with the President in his capacity of office- 
broker, and perhaps equally successful in 
hig efforts, He might say to the President 
that certain men on the West Side who know 
how to manipulate ward-caucuses had as- 
sisted him to secure the Republican nomina- 
tron for Congress. He might add that Gen. 
Garfield’s strength pulled him through the 
district and elected him along with other Re- 
publican candidates on the ticket. He might 
then say that he very much desired to reward 
those who had helped him to get inte Gen. 
Garfield’s wagon. All this would be true, 
and would furnish a plausible reason for his 
present solicitude about the distribution of 
Government patronage in this city. But so 
far as “doubtful” districts are concerned, 
probably the best way to turn the scale on 
the side of the party which éxercises the 
appointing power is to retain men Who have 
made good officers, or, when changes be- 
come necessary, to appoint men who are 
most likely to give satisfaction in the com- 
munity where they serve. If Mr. Davis 
would accept this theory, it might enable 
him to come home now that Congress has 
adjourned,

From 
Saxon and Celt, from the Latin racesof the

5 Fr. PATRICK’S CHURCH. 

The celebration of Pontifical High Mass at 
St. Patrick’s Church, corner of Adams and 
Desplaines streets, yesterday forenoon, at- 
tracted a crowd of worshipers that filled 
every inch of room in the large edifice. The 
aisles were so thronged with people that it 
was difficult for the ushers to clear a space 
for the Archbishop and priests, who entered 
the church from the main door, and pro- 
ceeded towards the altar. The attending 

riesfs were the Revs. Dr. McMullen, 

laherty, Conway, Gallagher, and Suitbert 
Demarteau. There were ut thirty aeolytes 


in attendance. 
After reaching the space inside the altar- 
railing the Archbishop was handed the dif- 
ferent garments to be worn by him during 
the celebration of the mass, such as the 
maniple, chasubdle, stole, etc., after a 
short prayer, the ceremony n. The mag- 
nificent , ablaze with an hundred can- 
dies and gas-jets, with real and artificial

Commencing with the Saint’s arrival in Lre- 
land, 1 the various services he per- 
furmed in the cause of Christianizing pagan 
Ireland, and the privations and dangers to 
which he was subjected. The reverend gen- 
tleman referred to the large number of mis- 
sionaries who left the shores of Erin to in- 
troduce Christianity to the people of the Con- 
tinent, and What a debt of gratitude those 
countries owed to Ireland for rescuing them 
from barbérism and pacaniom. There was 
scarcely a country in Europe in which there 
were not ryins of some abbey, monastery, or 
conveht tounded by some follower of St. 
Patrick. A generous tribute was paid to the 
fidelity with which the Irish people have 
preserved their religion through centuries of 
tyranny and oppression, and the hope ex- 
pressed that these faithful people would one 
day see their tyrants overthrown. 5

Andrew’s historical identity and personal 
character are, of course, unexceptionable, 
but then, what’ special connection had he 
ever with Scotland that she should claim him 
as her own? It is quite in keeping with the 
customary shrewdness of our respected 
nei rs that when they had to go abroad 
for a saint, having none sufficiently reputa- 
ble of their own, that they should go toa 
good stock, and choose one of the Twelve 
Aposties. But Ireland, the “Isle of Saints,” 
was not reduced to any such necessity. In 
St. Patrick she has areal historical person, 
whom she may justly claim as hers, and 
whom Irishmen of all shades of opinion may 
unite to honor,—one of eminently Christian 
character, of Apostolic zeal, and whose life 
was devoted to the promotion of the best in- 
terests of the nation with which his 
name is identified. No doubt a great 
deal that is mythical has become attached 30 
his name also, and he has been so obscured 
by it at times that his personal identity has 
been almost lost sight of. But this has now 
for the most part been cleared away from the 
minds of the more intelligent of his ad- 
mirers, and there remain certain well au- 
thenticated historical data sufficient to pre- 
sent the outlines of his character and work 
ir a clear and satisfactory light. In the fol- 
lowing outline of his life I confine myself to 
those facts the authenticity of which, I 
think, will be admitted by al 

Though Patrick was not born in Ireland, 
he was of Celtic origin, and, consequently, 
belonged to the same stock as that from 
which the Irish people originally came. He 
tells us in a fragment of autob phy he 
has left—his *“Confession”—that his father 
was a not the church and his grand- 
father a priest or presbyter, and that they 
lived near to a town in Armoric Gaul, now 
known as Boulogne-Sur-Mer. The precise 
time of his bisth is uncertain, but it is placed 
in A. D. 387. In the period of his youth Ire- 
land was ruled by a monarch known as 
“Niall the Great,” a man of enterpris@® and 
energy. Niall, we are informed, was not 
content with home conquests, but made an 
incursion into what is now Argyleshire, 
Scotland, and so strengthened and extended 
an Irish colony that had been planted there 
that it ultimately swallowed up the Pictish 
power and s its dominion over the whole 
of North Britain. He then undertook an ex- 

ition to Gaul, and after plundering the 
nhabitants to his satisfaction returned, 
bringing back with him as captives a number 
of Gallic 8 among whom Was one Suc- 
cathus. This youth was destined to be the 
bearer of unspeakable blessing to the land of 
his captivity. -He afterwards 

CHANGED HIS NAME TO PATRICTIUS, 
and became the apostle of Ireland and her 
worthy patron saint. 

Patrick was 16 years of age at the time of 
his captivity, and was placed by the master 
to whom he was transferred in charge of his 
flocks. It was now in the lonely solitude of 
forest and mountain that he cultivated that 
spirit of devotion and fellowship with God 
that prepared him for his future work. He 
says in his Confession.“ I cannot, and 
indeed I ought not., to be silent — 
the many bless and the large measure o 
grace which the rd vouchsafed to bestow 
upon mein the land of mv captivity. .. . 
I used to remain ever in the woods and in the 
mountains, and used to rise in prayer before 
daylight in the* midst of snow, and ice, and 


rain, ILA no injury. N nor was 
. ath in W cor to a 
humane law that then prevailed in Ireland, 
a captive could not be detained longer tha 
seven years, so in the aes pees of h 
captiv 1 Patrick was rel , and after 
much difficulty and suffering found his way 
back to his native land and his friends. 

The next few years of his life are involved 
in obscurity. Some suppose he was a 
second time brought into captivity, but this 
is hardly probable, or if so it was of but 
short duration. With his devotional habits 
and pious — he resolved to betake him- 
self to a religious life. Seon he was visited 
with a remarkable dream which he regarded 
as a voice from Heaven, and which he 
descripes in his Confession“ as follows: I 
saw ina vision of the night aman whose 
Lame was Victoricius, 2 as if from 
Ireland with innumerable letters, one of 
which he handed to me, and I read the be- 
ginning of the letter, which ran thus: 
voice of the people of Ireland’; and while 
was reading aloud the beginning of the let- 
ter, lI thought at that very moment I heard 
the voice of those who were near the wood 
of Foclud, which is by the Western Sea, and 
they cried out thus: We entreat thee, holy 
youth, to come and walk still among us’: 
and I was very much pricked to the. heart 
and could read no more, and so I awoke.” 
In obedience to this solemn injunction he 
resolved to

RUSHING A RIPRAPPER. 
1 Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, LiL, March 17.—The first

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 

To aid this system of taxation and improve 
its justice and equality, a Board of Equalization 
bas been established, which meets once a year 
and is presided over by the Auditor of State, 
with a representative from each 8 
district, nineteen in number. The rd has 
done its work honesily, | have no doubt, but it 
has failed to accomplish the pu of its crea- 
tion. It has failed to give satisfaction because 
it has been unable to produce equality in taxa- 
tion. It bas, however, done one good thing in 
its effort to produce justice and equuljty in tax- 
auon.—it bus exposed the impracticability and 
rottenness of our present system of taxatéon; 
its records are most useful to the inquiring 
mind upon this subject. 

It is the duty of this Legislature to see that 
the burdens of State Government are equally 
and justly distributed, as near as may be. Our 
constituents expect this of us, and will bold us. 
responsibie if we fail to.give them relief. 


A LOW ASSESSMENT IMPAIRS VALUE. 


The injustice of the present mode of tax levy 
upon the lands or real estate of the people is not 
only that it bears an unjust and unequal! pro- 
portion of the burdens of government, but it 
goes farther. The bighrate of taxes imposed 
upon it by State, county, and city, towether with 
the local assessments, rreutiy impairs its value 
as an investment, either for purposes of im- 
provement or as a security for loans. To-day 

estate of LUlinois is without a market 
value, and is mainly due to a low rate of 
assessment and a high rate of taxation. The 
time was when real estate was regarded as the 
best investment for surplus money and the most 
reliable security for loans, but that day seems to 
have passed. Formeriy it was the first sought, 
now it is the last. welfare of our people 
demands that reul estate shall be restored to the 
confidence it once held as au investment. When 
real estate is sought as an investment improve- 
ment necessarily foliows and gives employment 
to our mechanics and laborers. A wan may in- 
vest miihous in bends and stocks and it gives 
no employment, but be cannot invest even 
thousands in lands witbout giving employment. 
He must dave bis lands improved to make bis 
investment remunerative; but as it is, almost 
everything but real estate is either exempt from 
taxution or can easily escape it. 

Ita man desires to invest in lands,—a farm, 
for example,—one of the first things that he does 
is to go to che tax books to ascertain the rate Si 
taxuvion, and when be sees that it is4to5 per 
cent, as it is in many of our counties and cities, 
he immediately turns to seek investment in 
some other property that is either exempt from 
taxes or can easily hidaway. He knows that 
the tax is sure to fall due, and the tax collector 
is sure to come. tax is a lien upon the 
lands and there is no escape. 

NO JUST ASSESSMENT UNDER’ THE PRESENT 
LAW. 


There cannot and will not be a fair and equita- 
ble assessment of property under the present 
system. Just so ‘ong as the revenue for State, 
city, und county pu is drawn from the 
same just so tong this injustice and ine- 
quality will doutinne. Before we can have jus- 
tice and equality in matters af revenue we must 
sepurate the objects or subjects from which 
Stute taxes are derived from the objects and 
subjects trom which local taxes are to be derived. 

At present, when the County orTown Assessor 
starts out. be is remmnided that there isa State 
tax to puy and that he must put the assessment 
low, so that his county or town will not pay more 
than its just proportion of the State tax. The 
Assessor sees the point at once. He puis a low 
assessment upon real estate and makes a siow 


hunt for personal property, and when he un- 


avoidably or itadvertentily finds it ne places | 


very low estimate upon its value, fur fear it will 


have to pay an uadue proporuon of the State 


tax. 

When the work of the local assessor is cone, 
then comes the big assessors, nineteen in num- 
ber, from nineteen diferent Congressional dis- 
tricts,to try their bands at eguulization and 
justice, determined to ascertain the true value 
of property that few of them have ever seen 
and tew of them ever heard of. They meot in 
the North Chamber of the Capitol. call the 
Auditor to preside over them, appvint a Ser- 
jeant-at-Aru.s, clerks, pages, and janitors with 
as muc dignity as the House or Senate. They 
sit ata cost of about $10,000 per annum to the 
taxpayers of the Stute. Each member is advised 
be some of his constituents that he must not 

low bis district to be over-cqualized. Each is 
aoxious to make a record,’’—each works to 
procure alow assessment for his district, and 
especially for his county. The result is a shame- 
fully low assessment greatly depreciates 
the value of real property and does uot reduce 
the burdas of taxation one cent. 


THE PROPOSED CHANGE. 


The true rule of taxauon is: That which oc- 
casions the expense of goverument should bear 
its burdens. 

The change proposed in the bill is a radical 
one. It proposes to change from the ilil-work- 
ing ad valorem system to a system of taxation 
upon business, uniform in its operation upon 
the class of business taxed. It is the object and 
purpose of this bill to raise a revenue sutlicient 
to def ruy the expenses of the State Government 
from the sources named in the bill, and leave 
the real and personal property and local busi- 
ness to pay the expenses of the local, county. 
city, and town goveroments. If we cun adopt a 
system of this kind and make it successful it 
cannot fail of good results. If we can, relieve 
the real and personal property from taxation for 
State purposes, the Boa of Equalization will 
become a useless appendage to the State Gov- 
ernment, and can be abolished at once, thereby 
saving an expense to the State Government of 
more than $10,000 a year, and prevent the gross 
injustice that is now demg done to the present 
taxpayers of the State. 

Now let us examine the bill and see whether 
it will produce the results claimedfor it. The 
tiret section of the bill provides the mode of 
taxing railroads. It puts the railroads into two 
classes, according to the earnings of the roads. 
Those railrodds earning less than $3,000 per 
mile per annum are taxed J per cent upon their 
gross earnings. Those earning more than $3,000 
per mile per annum are taxed at the rate of 4 
per cent u their gross earnings. This is not 
a new mode of taxing railroads. It is only ap- 
plying the manuer of taxudon that bas been 80 
successful in gathering taxes from the I[ilinois 
Central Railroad, from which this State das col- 
lected in past years $4, 104,6.6, without the loss of 
a dollar or one cent s cost for collection. Such a 
mode of assessing and collecting State taxes 
must commend itself to an inteliment, thinking 

le, and especially so if the collections cana 
made with justice to tho railroads and the 
people. I do not desire toimpose an unjust or 
an 8 upon the railroads of this 
State, hold that railroads should receive at 
our bands the same treatment that we would ac- 
cord to the citizen or the individual under like 
cireumsiances, 


TELEGRAPH AND EXPRESS. 

We have no data upon which to buse a reliable 
estimate of the gross earnings of telegraph and 
or express companies.

The greatest complication In it is that so many 
minds have to agree upon the plan of raising 
the money.

Allen, of Whitesides, Chairman of the 
Revenue Committee, n replying to the 
author of the bill, started out by saying that 
the condition of things where the people did 
not depend upon themselves to pay taxes, 
but looked tu corporations to do it, was an 
unhealthy one.

The 
Board of Equalization had not always done 
its duty, as he was ready to admit, but its 
members were elected by the people, and 
when they did not do their duty it was the 
fault of the people whoelected them and who 
HAD FAILED TO CALL THEM TO ACCOUNT. 
Any other system would in actual operation 
be found as defective as this until perfected 
by the teachings of experience. But, even 
suppeging there were no constitutional ob- 
jections to the bill, the proposed system 
was objectionable in other partieu- 
lars. The railroads ran through Lili- 
nois and other States, and the com- 
panies were to do all the figuriug, while 
an officer who knew nothing about those 
figures did the swearing. Conviction for per- 
jury would be as impossibleas conviction for 
false swearing in the matterof the income 
tax or asin the case of the Chicago banker 
whoswore blindly to the statements pre- 
pared by his clerks. In behalf of the good 
name of the Legislature and of the people of 
Illinois. he remonstrated against the passage 
of a bill which would pluhge the State into 
the old sea of litigation. For two sessions 


the Governor nas recommended the 
appointment of a Revenue Commis- 
sion. Was it wise, then, to 


commit the House toa given scheme, espe- 
cially one so radical as this, im advance of 
an investigation by such a Commission ? 
EVERY CONSIDERATION OF SAFETY 
demanded the adoption of the majority re- 
port. The Committee would report favor- 
ably on a couple of bills to tax telegraph 
companies and express companies a per cent 
on their gross earnings, and experience wit 
them, if they became laws, would show how 
nearly they approached a better. system. 
These two classes of corporations could be 


taxed in this way because there was 
no constitutional prohibiton against it, 
and because they had little or no 


tangible property, and, as it was, paid littie 
or nothing into the State Treasury. If the 
two. bills referred to shall pass, the experi- 
ment of a per-centage tax could be fairly 
tested with a view to its possible ex- 


tension in other directions where it was a- 


lowable. As for the benefits which the 
author of the bill had claimed would accrue 
to certain counties, it must be remembered 
that where some were benefited others must 
lose. The bill, in short, was 
A DISTURBING ELEMENT, 

which ought no longer to be allowed to ex- 
ist. He therefore appealed to the House to 


get rid of it as soon as possible. It had been 


printed and before the members for months, 
had been fairly considered, being un- 
constitutional, and objectionabie in a variety 
of gm jo Re goes be gotten rid of by the adop- 
tion of the majority report.

ITEMS OF INTEREST. 
TELEGRAPH TOLIS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, March 17.—Senator Merritt’s 
bill for regulating the telegraph tolls within 
this State reads as follows: 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted, ete., Thatan act en- 
titled “an act torevise the law in relation to 
telegraph companies,” approved March 24, 1874, 
in force July 1, 1874, be amended. 

Sec. II. It shall be unlawful for any telegraph 
company incorporated or hereafter to be in- 
corporated in this State for the purpose of o 
erating a telegraph line fur the use of the pub- 
lic, to make a greater charge than twenty-five | 
cents fur each message of ten words or less (the 
address and name of the recipient and the 
name of the sender not to be included therein) 
between any two points within the limits of the 
State of Illinois in which telegraph offices bave 


been or may be established; and, in 
case any message shall exceed ten words, 
it shell de uniawful for any telegraph 


company ino rated or hereafter to be ineur- 
pa in this State for the purpose of operat- 

x a telegraph line for the use of the public, to 
muke a greater charge than once cent for each 
and every additional word in excess of the afore- 
said ten words. All — 12 — shall be delivered 
us soon as possible, and without unnecessary de- 
lay from the receiving telegraph office to the 
business office or residence of the party to whom 
the messages are addressed, by messengers in 
the service of the said telegraph companys, and 
no additional charge therefor shall be required 
or imposed by said telegraph company. 

Sec. 12. For each and every violation of this 
act the telegrapb company engaged in operating 
a telegraph line for public use shall. upon con- 
viction, be fined a sum not less than $530 nor 
more than $3,000. ‘

Now, with such small stocks

weason why we should decline values in our 
Western cities. We have exported two-thirds 
of our surplus wheat at very reasonable values, 
and w should strive to advance what we have 
left for export in the future months. Look at 
our exports last week, ending March 9. Note its 
distribution. You see it is distributed all over 
Western Europe. Three cargoes of it went into 
the Mediterranean Sea, and Great Britain only 
got about 40 per cent of their weekly con- 
sumption. Take the imports of wheat and flour 
into Great Britain this week. It lacks 800,009 
bu of their weekly wants. The tonnage 
which in previous years sought the Black Sea 
for business will be thrown over from Atlantic 
cities to procure business this summer, conse 
quently we shall have lower ocean freights than 
daring last fall and winter. Now take all the 
above facts into consideration, together with 
this late cold weather, with 80 
much : on the ground 
all over the Northwest; Also the small quantity 
of plowing done last fall throughout the North- 
west, which will delay seeding operations very 
much, throwing it into the latter part of April 
and first tot May (and May seedings scarcely 
ever produces sound wheat). There is no 
reason why we should not have better val- 
ues. I*have understood from à very correc t 
source that fully one-third of the present stock 
of wheat in New York is of the rejected de- 
scriptions of spring and winter: and that their 
exporting merchants have very poor selections. 
Consequently they will very soon be obliged to 
buy from Western cities at our current values, 
whatever they may be, with such continued de- 
mand from Europe. „C. HARRIS.

A MODERN IRON OCEAN STEAMER. 

The Liverpool Datly Qourier of March 1 gives 
an account of the trial trip of the new Allan 
Line steel steamship Parisian, which is said to 
be the largest steel merchant ship afloat, to- 
gether with a full description of the 
craft, portions of whith undoubtedly Will 
prove interesting to shipbuilders and 
others interested in our lake marine. The 
Parisian was built by R. Napier & Sons, of 
Glasgow. The general dimensions of the vessel 
are as follows: Length over all, 450 feet: 
breadth, 46 feet; depth (molded), 36 feet, with 
& gross tonnage of about 5,500 tons, and a load 
displacement of about 1000 tons. The ma- 
chinery consists of a massive set of compound 
engines of the tbhree-cylinder type, capable of 
developing 6,200 indicated horse-power, which 
will propel the ship at a speed of from fifteen to 
sixteen knots r hour. Four double-ended 
tubular boilers, with twenty-four furnaces, sup- 
ply the steam. For the rpose Of obtaining 
the maximum of strength, the bull bas been 
built of steel, and the bottom has been con- 
structed upon the longitudinal bracket-framed 
system, with an outer and inner skin five feet 
apart; this space is also subdivided into numer- 
ous watertight eompartments, and, while availa- 
bie for water ballast, is principally valuable in 
reducing danger should the outer skin be dam- 
aged, while ten watertight bulkheads afford pro- 
tection agaiust the peril arising from collision. 
The owvers of the Parisian, mindful of the great 
importance which has recently come to be at- 
tached by Government to the adaptability of 
vessels of this description to transport or cruis- 
ing purposes, have constructed the —2 so that 
she may be availabie in time of war for either 
of these services; and she has been surveyed by 
the admiralty officials with this view. Ten 
water-tight bulkheads have been fitted, and the 
engine and boiler casings and coal bunkers have 
been made watertight. These structural ar- 
rangements more than fulfill the admiralty re- 
quirements; and as the Parisian will be able 
to nog sufficient coal to enable her to reach the 
most distant colony without stoppage, she would 
in the event of war prove a valua le auxiliary 
to our fleet. With the double bottom filled with 
water ballast she would have sufficient stability 
to enable her to ca balf-a-dozen guns of 
moderate size and weight, and would therefore 
be available as au armed cruiser. The steamer 
is rigged with four masts, and carries two fun- 
nels. She has accommodations for 150 first-class 
and 1,150 van Day The staterooms 
are well W ventilated, 
an are Shoot of the most 
cheerful and comfortable character. The 
main dining-saloon is placed before the machin- 
ery space, where there is the least 2 and 
it occupies the full width of the vessel. The 
fitt and decorations of the apartment are in 
the Jacobean style. At the after-end of the 
saioon is the ladies' boudoir, fitted up with in- 
laid maple walls and golden China-silk tapestry 
curtains. The music-room is on the promenade 
deck and js fitted out in the Queen Anne style.

FISHING-FLEETS AND FISHERMEN. 

The Milwaukee fishing-fleet consists of five 
sail-boats and five steam-tugs. They are being 
prepared for an active season. 

The Sand Beach Times states that fishermen 
are doing a land-office business. Hooks set 
through the ice take lake trout,’ herring, and 
minnows in considerable quantities. 

According to the Bay City Tribune, there are 
about 900 fish-shantieson the bay between the 
mouth of Saginaw River and the Charity 
Islands, and more are being taken out and placed 
every day. Besides the shanties, there are four 
supply-stores and one meat-market, from which 
the fishermen procure all the necessary eatabies 
to supply the inner man. The catch of fish bas 
gradually increased since the first part of Janu- 
ary until now, when it a, satisfies the de- 
mand or desire of the fishermen. The average 
eatchofa shantyman is from twenty-five to 
seventy-five pounds of fish per day. This 
amount, at five andsix cents per pound, which 
is paid by buyers on the ice, makes the fish 
business quite remunerative. At the mouth 
the river a number are fishing with trap-neta. 
One lift made a day or two since contained 9,500 
pounds of fish. The ordinary catch is from two 
to five tons.

STOP THAT CUTTING.

on east or westbound freight, and 
it was agreed that prompt measures 
should be adopted to check the 
tendency toward further demoraltzation. 
Accordingly, the agreement of which a 
copy is herewith inclosed, was made and 
signed by the representatives of the Com- 
panies present, The steps proposed to be 
taken in case the rates are not maintained 
hereafter are intended to protect the railroad 
companies which are desirous of maintaining 
established tariffs against those which are 
not, and to protect the public against 
unjust discrimination which necessarily 
must result from a failure to maintain alike 
to all shippers and all communities the tariffs 


established from time to time upon a just 


and proper basis. The companies that were 
represented at the meeting submit the agree- 
ment to those which were not, with the 
request that they also subscribe thereto and 
be governed by it. Due notice will be given 
when all parties to whom this circular has 
been sent have signed the agreement; but, 
in the meantime, the agreement will be car- 
ried out and enforced as specified. The agree- 
ment is as follows: 


Reav'ved (1). That the undersigned parties bind 
themselves to at once restore the rates to the 
present established tariff on all east and 
west bouod dead freight. both foreien and 
domestic, over their own roads and ail their 
connecuons s far as under their control. 

2. The undersigned hereby bind themselves to 
withdraw all power and authority from any 
subordinate officers or line agents to vary from 
the established rates in the least particular; and 
the undersigved herewith assume the full con- 
trol of rate-making power over their 
roads, and hold themselves responsible 
to each other for the strict maintenance of 
rates, it being understood that, if any rates are 
cut upon any of the roads controlled by them, 
it shall be presumed to be proof that it was au- 
thorized by the undersigned, except it can be 
shown that it was done by mistake or in direct 
disobedience of orders. 

3. The undersigned, parties to this agreement, 
bind themseives to control, to the full extent of 
their power, all the rates of connecting roads 
that may not become parties to this agreement; 
but, in case rates shouldbe cut by such roads, 
or by any of the roads parties to this agreement, 
the Commissioner, upon receiving information, 

to call upon all the other rounds 
jointly in enforcing this agree- 
ment, if necessa by suspending 
rorating and through-billing with the offend- 
ng road, or, by other proper means, to enforce 
restoration of rates; and the undersigned fur- 
ther bind themselves to comply promptly with 
the request of the Commissioner made for that 
purpose. 

(4) In case these m
